dlans are not guilty. The scalping of the 
•woman was evidently done to throw sus- 
picion on the Indians if the deed was the

people in the vicinity are very much ex- 
cited, and If the scoundrels arc discover- 
ed there will probably bo a hanging bee 
without the ceremony of a trial.

Chris Saam, leader of the Cleveland 
group, was tlie principal speaker.

A collection was taken, the 


object being to assist the Chicago mur- 
derers in obtaining a new trial.

It is very important that all 
pupils be in their places promptly on tbe 
first day of the term. Those woo have 
not passed into the High School can be 
examined on Wednesday next, Sept. lot, 
beginning at 9 o'clock a. m. All pupils 
must be vaccinated or otherwise protect 
ed against email-pox, 
| I am often amused at tbe persistence 
of pupils in trying to avoid the entrance 
examination to the High School. It may 
save time, if it is clearly understood, tha 
this will not be omitted in any case. Ii 
will be reasonable in its requirements 
and the pupil will be admitted who 
makes average grades. A long experience 
shows that this is best for all parties, 
The only object is to know whether the 
pupil is probably able to do the work re- 
quired in the school. If he is not well 
grounded in the fundamental branches 
of an education, it is certainly best that 
he should remain in the lower grades un- 
til these are mastered. Complaint some- 
times is made that children are crowded 
ahead too fast in the public schools. 
Careful observation leads me to say that 
this is very often the fault ot ambitions 
parents, I hope that the experience ot 
this year may cause me to modify this 
opinion. If your child is not strong, I 
will take pleasure in so arranging his 
work that be may not be over-tasked.

CONCERNING MEASLES. 


Bow the Dll»»r«e»bl» 


Among Pu|>U» In the School*. 
, 


The question of the propriety of re- 


quiring school children belonging to 
families having one or more of Uwur 
members sick with measles to discon- 
tinue their attendance at school for t4» 
time being was made one of the sub- 
jects of discussion at the Freiberg Con- 
gress, and has more recently engaged 
the attention of the Berliner Medicin- 
ische Geselsohaft, Heir Wasserfuhr 
having introduced it by ai formal pa- 
per. As regards all infections ilijh 
eases, measles included, this question 
is one that often obtrudes itself on the 
attention of conscientious parents aqd 
careful teachers. The maternal mind 
usually finds it easy to solve, and its 
solution in the particular instances in- 
volved is apt to be arrived at some- 
what summarily. 
This fact, however, 


does not go very far toward settling 
the question in the minds of those who 
find themselves burdened, either from 
their official position or from their 
own instincts as good citizens, with 
the duty of following a course that 
shall insure the minimum of danger to 
the great body of pupils, and at the 
same time the minimum of disadvan- 
tage to the brothers and sisters of the 
sick children. The question hinges 
partly—to the lay mind almost wholly 
—upon that of the mediate commum- 
cability of the infection. Parents very 
generally entertain a more or less pro- 
nounced belief in the communicability 
>it measles by persons who, although' 
in perfect health themselves, come MX 
frequent contact with those suffering 
with the disease; and they act accord- 
ingly, withdrawing their children from 
schools where the brothers or sisters of 
the sick are allowed to continue their 
attendance. There can be no little 
doubt that this belief is unwarranted, 
and we are confident that we express 
the opinion ot, the great-majority of 
physicians when we say that the con- 
veyance of measles \>y mediate infec- 
tion, although not to be absolutely; im- 
possible, is so rare and improbable 
that in itself it constitutes positively 
no valid reason for insisting -that tho 
brothers and sisters of measles patients 
shall suffer an interruption of their at- 
tendance at school, especially as the 
disease is usually of sligbt gravity 
when it affects children old enough Co 
be sent to school. Measles, we allow, 
is by no means a trivial disease;, the 
mortality from it is large in mcwVcoia- 
munities; but, an was clearly brought 
out by one of the speakers at the Ber- 
lin mooting, as his remarks are re- 
ported in the Deutsche Medicinal Zeit- 
ung, the mortality is comparatively 
trifling in children over five years of 
ago. But mediate infection is not un- 
reasonable to 
assume, as was alsp 


pointed out in the Berlin discussion, 
that a pupil who has really become in- 
fected himself, but has not yet shown 
sigus of the disease—being, we will 
say, at any stage of incubation period 
of from nine to eleven days—may con- 
vey the infection to others. In other 
words, the disease may be infectious 
during the period of incubation^ am) 
we have no means of detecting it at 
that stage. The reasonable deduction 
from these considerations seems to be 
that 
school 
children belonging to 


households where measles is present 
need not discontinue their attendance, 
provided they have already had the 
disease themselves, but that their con- 
tinued presence at school should ba 
forbidden in case it can not be shown 
satisfactorily that they have acquired 
the immunity conferred by an antece- 
dent attack.—N. Y. Medical Journal,

temperature should not go above 7S 
degvues or fall below 68 degrees. 
From the 15th to the 25th day the tem- 
perature should range from 65 to 68i 
From the 25th to the 86th day the tem- 
perature should be from 60 degrees tc 
00. 
Cheese will be better in flavor if 


cured in moist air; they will mold, bui 
that will hurt them only in appearance: 
rub them more and keep the mould oQ 
in that way. If you have not tried the 
etl'ect of extreme rubbing, try it YOB 
will be surprised at its effects. Do not 
open the cheesa room to the out-door 
air on the first appearance of mold. 
To accomplish these results, however, 
you must have the right kind of curing 
room. 
A model cheese room is a well

Pennsylvania creameries, but a very 
good substitute is: Surround the entire 
roomoccupiedbyyourcheese with from 
10 to 14 inches of good,, clean hemlock 
or spruce 
sawdust; outer wall o| 


matched stuff, and ceil the inside, leav- 
ing a clean space between of .about 
foot; lill this space carefully with saw.- 
dust; make the joists of the floor, very 
strong, and 
fill the space between 


them, coiling the room under your 
curing-room overhead. If your curing- 
room is on the ground floor make a 
good double floor, with an inch spaca 
between the two thicknesses, and also 
put between them one or two thick- 
nessos of good building paper. Ceil 
overhead and lill between the jolsta 
and floor above, with saw-duet B« 
sure that all these spaces are perfec.tly 
filled. There should be plenty ot win^ 
dows, but with blinds to keei> the sun 
from overheating the room. This mat- 
ter of properly curing cheese is a very 
important factor. I saw chees* sold in 
Now York last fall nt from ie to Je per 
pound under tie market, owing simply 
to their being improperly cured, tfaal 
were made from good milk, but were 
half spoiled in the curing.—JI.
